Cooper  Predicts 
Difficulties  Due 
To  Age  Reduction 

According  to  A-  H.  Cooper,  director 
of  extension  at  the  College,  and 
representative  In  the  state  legisla¬ 
ture,  the  chief  problem  confronting 
,  the  legislature  In  its  next  session  is 
!  how  to  finance  old  age  assistance  in 
compliance  with  tire  provision  of 
Amendment  Number  4,  voted  at  the 
last  election. 

Mr.  Cooper  expressed  these  views 
last  Monday  at  a  talk  given  at  the 
noon  luncheon  of  the  Men’s  Forum- 
He  continued: 

The  chief  problem  confronting  the 
legislature  is  how  to  finance  old 
age  assistance  in  compliance  with 
the  provision  of  Amendment  Num¬ 
ber  4,  voted  at  the  last  election. 

No  one  knows  the  additional  num¬ 
ber  that  will  be  added  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  old  age  assistance  rolls  by  re¬ 
ducing  the  eligibility  age  from  70  to 
65  years.  In  August  after  the  Gov¬ 
ernor's  purge  and  the  old  peoples’ 
putsch  there  were  72,134  persons  re¬ 
ceiving  old  age  assistance  hi  Mis¬ 
souri  over  70  years  of  age.  It  is 
8  likely  that  number  will  be  doubled 
f  by  reducing  the  eligibility  age  to  G5. 
s  Property  Tax  Hike  Opposed 
J  The  last  legislature  appropriated 
1  $17,000,000,  exclusive  of  administra- 
|  tion  costs,  to  match  an  equal  amount 
from  the  federal  government  to 
make  available  $34,000,000  for  old 
age  assistance  for  the  biennium.

Lew  Sarrett  Reads 
Poetry  in  Regular 
College  Assembly 

Dressed  as  a  woodsman,  which  is 
his  calling,  Lew  Sarett,  poet-phil¬ 
osopher  and  naturalist,  lectured  to  a 
packed  auditorium  at  the  regular 
College  assembly  Thursday  morning. 

His  talk,  which  Included  the  read¬ 
ing  of  some  of  his  well-known 
poems,  concerned  his  two  passions, 
poetry  and  nature.  "Literature  varies 
with  the  time  and  with  racial  char¬ 
acteristics"  Mi-.  Sarett  stated. 

"The  literary  fashion  today  is  to 
be  a  realist  bitter  and  skeptical. 
Negation  rather  than  affirmation 
is  the  fashion  when  we  talk  of 
people,  the  world,  heroes  and  even 
our  country.  It  is  the  fashion  to  con¬ 
sider  life  as  a  whole  as  a  sorry, 
chaotic  mess.” 

Mr.  Sarett  declared  that  in  the 
present  time  a  man  has  a  right  to  a 
few  healthy  skepticisms  but  that 
there  are  many  affirmations  as  well 
as  negations.  Through  his  poems,  lie 
explained  he  tried  tq  see  nature 
through  the  clear  glasses  of  truth, 
rather  than  the  green  colored  skep¬ 
tic’s  glasses. 

"As  long  as  there  is  beauty.  In  na¬ 
ture  and  work  and  big  causes  to 
fight  for,  life  has  zest  and  meaning," 
according  to  the  poet. 

Mr,  Sarett  read  poems  from 
“Wings  Against  the  Moon,"  "Slow 
Smoke,"  and  gave  sketches  of  Indian 
and  French-Canadtan  life,  all  taken 
from  his  works.

HELL  ON  ICE,  Commander  Ed¬ 
ward'  Ellberg,  1938,  401  p.  Dodd, 
Mead  &  Co.  $2.75. 

A  frightened  retelling  of  the 
story  of  the  Jeanette,  built  and  fi¬ 
nanced  by  James  Gordon  Bennett 
of  the  New  York  Herald,  which  set 
out  iu  1879,  sponsored  by  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  to  find  the  North  Pole  by  way 
of  an  open  lane  of  water  from  north 
of  Bering  strait.  The  open  lane 
proved  to  be  a  phantom  and  the  boat 
drifted  for  two  years  in  the  ice  pack, 
and  was  finally  crushed,  while  her 
crow  took  to  small  boats.  The  talc 
of  their  desperate  flight  is  told  i.n 
the  words  of  chief  engineer  George 
Melville  who  was  one  of  the  few  sur¬ 
vivors.

Instructors  in  the  College  were  at¬ 
tendants  November  17  to  19  at  the 
annual'  convention  of  the  Missouri 
State  Teachers  Association  in  Kansas 
City,  and  while  they  were  attending 
the  meeting  students  conducted 
classes  on  Thursday  and  Friday  here. 

It  was  estimated  that  approx¬ 
imately  8,000  persons— teaohers  in 
the  state — attended  the  annual  con¬ 
vention.  Educators  in  the  larger 
city  high  school  sat  side  by  side  with 
their  brothers  in  the  profession  from 
the  smallest  cross-read  schoolhouse. 
They  listened  to  some  of  the  greatest 
educators  in  the  nation  speak  of  the 
unrest  apparent  in  public  school 
education  today  and  what  steps  were 
being  taken  to  quell  that  unrest. 

Mr.  H.  T.  Phillips,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  education  at  the  Col¬

-  English  and  Music 

At  the  College  here,  Mnrgaria 
plans  to  study  mostly  English  and 
music.

"The  reason  I  happened  to  come 
to  the  Teachers’  College  here,"  Mar¬ 
garita  said,  "‘was  that  the  dean  of 
the  College  of  Education  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Puerto  Rico,  Dr.  J.  J, 
Asuna,  heat'd  of  President  Uei  W. 
Larnkin,  your  president,  giving  four 
scholarships  to  students  of  the  Phil¬ 
ippine  Islands.  Dr.  Asuna  wrote  to 
your  president  asking  him  if  a 
scholarship'  couldn’t  be  extended  to 
our  cquntry,'  and  that  scholarship 
was  awarded  to  me." 

Dr.  Asuna  is  a  son-in-law  of  Pres¬ 
ident  J.  A.  Thompson  of  the  Tarklo 
College  at  Tarklo,  Mo. 

Margarita  speaks  with  a  limited 
vooabulary  in  English,  since  Spanish 
is  her  native  tongue  and  is  spoken 
ipainly  on  her  native  island.  How¬ 
ever,  she  explained,  “they  teacli 
English  in  the  first  grade  of  school, 
but  at  home  with  my  parents  we 
ysually  speak  Spanish." 


Onc-Tliird  to  Schools 

Since  the  beginning  of  these  taxes 
in  1934,  1-3  has  gone  to  the  public 
schools  (not  the  teachers  colleges 
or  the  university  for  these  institu¬ 
tions  are  not  financed  from  the  1-3 
of  the  revenue  for  schools).  There 
are  those  who  say  that  all  the  money 
which  goes  to  schools  should  go  to 
increase  the  payments  to  the  old 
people.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
the  sales  tax  law  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  to  meet  four  pressing 
needs:  To  finance  relief,  to  pay  old 
age  assistance,  to  pay  2-3  of  the 
care  of  the  county’s  insane  and  tu¬ 
bercular  patients,  and  to  aid  in  fi¬ 
nancing  the  schools. 

What  has  happened  to  the  sales 
tax  collected?  From  Jan.  15,  1934, 
when  the  sales  tax  was  started,  to 
pec.  31,  1937,  there  was  collected 
$37,777,454.00  and  during  the  same 
period  disbursements  were  made  for 
the  four  purposes  named  above  of 
$38,108,480.12  plus  all  administration 
costs.  This  was  an  expenditure  of 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars,  plus  administration  costs,  in 
excess  of  the  receipts  from  the  safes 
tax.  The  excess  went  for  additional 
costs  of  old  age  assistance,  keep  of 
insane  and  T.  B.  patients,  and  for 
relief,  as  the  schools  share  was  held 
to  Its  original  ratio  of  receipts. 

It  must  be  remembered  also  that 
20  per  cent  of  the  wealth  will  pay 
80  per  cent  of  that  amount  when 
it  is  levied  on  tangible  property,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  report  of  the  survey 
of  taxes  in  Missouri  made  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  Caulfield’s  non-partisan  com¬ 
mission  when  he  was  in  office. 


Every  section  of  America  will  bring

This  is  the  World’s  Fair  to  which 
the  College,  in  collaboration  with 
the  teachers  college  at  Kirksville, 
will  sponsor  a  trip  August  4  to  15, 
1939.  Persons  In  northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  arc  becoming  interested  in  the 
excursion  ns  evidenced  by  the  num¬ 
ber  of  inquiries  received  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  by  Mr.  Roy  Ferguson,  director 
of  field  service,  whom  President 
Uel  W.  Larnkin  has  named  to  spon¬ 
sor  the  northwest  Missouri  group. 

According  to  Grover  A.  Whalen, 
President  of  the  Fair  Corporation, 
the  program  calls  for  a  gigantic 
“get-together”  party  of  color  and 
light  which  will  extend  to  all  parts 
of  the  country  from  a  hub  of  un¬ 
precedented  brilliance  in  Times 
Square,  New  York  City.  It  will  be 
a  coordinated  demonstration,  Mr. 
Whalen  pointed  out,  planned  to  unite 
132  million  Americans  In  the  service 
of  an  enterprise  devoted  to  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  international  peace, 
good  will,  and  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  among  all  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  Ships  at  sea,  American  em¬ 
bassies  and  colonies  abroad  will  also 
participate  with  World’s  Fair  par¬ 
ties.

This  song, 
with  the  revelry  in  Times  Square, 
itseif,  will  be  broadcast  over  the  na¬ 
tion.

Bill  Bemau,  the  highest  scorer  in 
the  Midwest,  was  an  unanimous 
choice  of  the  sportsmen,  officials, 
newspapermen,  and  coaches  who 
have  closely  followed  the  players 
from  their  first  appearance  this 
season.  Hays,  the  Cape  tackle,  was 
the  only  other  unanimous  choice,  al¬ 
though  Pelc,  Rogers,  and  Spafford 
missed  the  honor  by  one  point. 
Wakeman  Warrensburg  end,  was  the 
only  repeater  from  last  year. 

•  "Pelc,”  quoted  the  Star,  “was  a 
good  fullback,  but  not  regarded  as 
particularly  outstanding.  In  the 
Opinion  of  more  than  a  few  coaches 
over  the  state,  Pelc  was  feared  as  a 
kicker,  especially  a  place  kicker. 

Andy  Kruse  got  as  little  pushing 
around  on  .the  field  as  anybody,  but 
he  only  rated  a  second  team  position. 

Gregory received  plenty  of  sup¬ 
port,  for  the  fullback  position  but 
his  brilliant  playing  at  the  half¬ 
back  position  won  him  honors  at 
that  post.

Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  College  65  to  0 
here  November  18  in  a  game  which 
concluded  an  undefeated,  untied 
record- 

The  Bearcats  continued  to  score 
at  will  while  Coach  Ryland  Milner 
poured  in  a  stream  of  players,  mak¬ 
ing  mass  substitutions  of  an  entire 
team  at  a  time.  The  Bearcats  ran 
the  ends,  completed  passes  and  ran 
back  intercepted  passes  for  touch¬ 
downs,  piling  up  the  biggest  score 
in  the  history  of  College  elevens. 

With  the  65  points  against  Sioux 
j  Falls,  the  1938  Bearcats  surpassed 
'  the  former  high  scoring  season’s 
I  record  of  190  In  1931  when  Mary¬ 
ville  had  an  undefeated,  united  team 
that  won  the  MIAA  championship. 
The  record  for  this  season  is  221 
points  to  opponents’  26- 

In  the  Sioux  Falls  encounter  as 
in  past  performances,  the"  Bearcats 
demonstrated  they  possessed  a 
strong  forward  wall.  The  visiting 
Braves  made  only  one  first  down 
from  scrimmage,  a  16-yard  gain  by 
a  lateral,  and  completed  another 
first  down  on  a  forward  pass,  while 
the  third  first  down  came  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  a  Bearcat  penalty. 

The  Bearcats  scored  in  the  first 
two  minutes  after  running  six  plays. 
Billl  Bernau,  captain  and  quarter¬ 
back,  scored  five  touchdowns  and 
Reital,  Curtiss,  Vogel,  Loos  and  Lisle 
each  scored  one.  Stanley  Pelc  con¬ 
verted  three  extra  points.  Bernau 
made  one,  and  Chapman  made  one.
